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INTRODUCTION 

Growth and change in Boston's economy has been analyzed in recent 
reports by the Boston Redevelopment Authority and the Joint Center for 
Urban Studies of MIT and Harvard Udversitven Those studies highlight 
the decline of manufacturing and trade and the expansion of a broad 
range of services and finance activities. Notably, the recessions of 
the early- and mid-1970s promoted a restructuring of Boston's economy 
that contributed to a resurgence in employment after 1976. Although 
Boston's employment growth rate from 1967 to 1980 could not match that 
of the metro area, state or nation, Boston maintained a firm hold ona 
large regional employment role in construction, transportation and 
public utilities, wholesale trade, finance, insurance and real estate, 
and services. 

The intent of this analysis is to examine growth and change in 
employment in Boston at a finer level of detail than previous studies. 
That is, an extensive data base at the 2- and 3-digit Standard 
Industrial Classification (SIC) level from County Business Pattaumen 
provides valuable information for Boston (Suffolk County) and the 
metropolitan area (five Contnahe tie The results of simple 
computations shed light on how the structure of the County's economy 
changed from 1967 to 1980 in comparison to the metropolitan area, the 
state and the nation. This more thorough understanding of business 
patterns in the Boston area's recent past offers a perspective for 
analyzing and projecting alternatives in planning and development. 

This report is presented in five parts. A summary of findings 
(Part I) precedes analysis of employment structure, trends, and the 


regional role of Suffolk County at the 2-digit (SIC) level (Part II). 


The third part offers detail on selected 3-digit industries and outlooks 
for the 1980s, followed by Part IV which explains the data sources and 


methods. Finally, a set of analytic tables are presented as Part V. 


ie SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 
Economic Structure and Trends, 1967-1980 

The national recessions of the 1970s brought hard times to Suffolk 
County's private economy. From 1969 to 1976, large losses in employment 
were widespread among business types. In particular, contract 
construction, non-durable goods manufacturing, machinery and equipment 
manufacturing, trucking and warehousing, pid teate trade, general retail 
merchandise, retail clothing and hotel and lodging suffered sharp 
declines. Only the most recession-resistant business types-- 
transportation services, insurance agents, health services, legal 
services, educational services, social and non-profit organizations and 
amusement and recreation--grew more than ten percent over the seven-year 
period. 

Yet, the hard times promoted major alterations in the structure of 
Suffolk County's private economy. Evidently, while the least modern, 
least competitive industries in manufacturing and retail trade suffered 
heavy losses, the more modern industries with growth potential secured a 
greater share of the local economy. By 1980, the most prominent 
business types were health services, business services, educational 
services, insurance carriers and eating and drinking places. 

After 1976, Suffolk County took full advantage of its revitalized 
structure and the national recovery as most sectors enjoyed renewed 
growth in employment. The most expansive business types 1976-80 were 
holding and other investment, hotels and lodging, electrical equipment, 
transportation services, amusement and recreation and educational 
services which all grew by more than 50 percent. The total gain in 


private employment (49,000) represented a 12.5 percent increase. 


In comparison, the metro area, the state and the nation grew 
relatively more than Suffolk County. However, the comparative 
structural changes were smaller; consequently, Suffolk County showed 
much more improvement than the metro area, state, or nation. The 
restructuring and renewed growth in Suffolk County resulted in a local 
economy that was well-prepared for growth in a broad range of services, 
finance, and information-oriented industries. 

Role of Suffolk County in the Metro and State Economies 

Growth of employment in the 1980s would uphold Suffolk County's 
large metropolitan, state and regional economic roles, especially in 
export-oriented services, finance, air transportation and selected trade 
business types. Suffolk County makes up eighteen percent of metro area 
population, yet the county's percent share of employment in the region 
is much larger. In 1980, the geographically small, but economically 
dynamic county accounted for 72 percent of metro area legal services, 68 
percent of insurance carriers, 49 percent of banking, 39 percent of 
printing and publishing, 38 percent of health services, 35 percent of 
business services, 34 percent of educational services and 27 percent of 
eating and drinking places. Similarly, Suffolk County made up nineteen 
percent of state private employment, but merely eleven percent of state 
population. 

Industry Detail and Outlook 

At a finer level of industrial classification, analysis of Suffolk 
County business patterns reveals county specializations in computer and 
data processing services, advertising, accounting, engineering and 
architecture, hospitals, universities, security brokerage and commodity 


exchange, commercial banks, air transportation, book publishing, and 


commercial printing. The outlook for these and other business types in 
services is promising. The new mainstays of Suffolk County's economy 
are mostly export-oriented industries that are among the fastest growing 
industries in the nation. As information, knowledge and communication 
become more important to businesses, Suffolk County's revamped economy 
appears ready to serve and prosper. 

A bright outlook must be tempered, however, due to factors that 
were bao evident in late 1982. First, in spite of strong performances 
by the county, metro area and state relative to the nation during 
1980-82", the deep national recession has curbed growth everywhere. 

If the national economy stagnates through the mid-1980s, Suffolk County 
would not realize its economic potential regardless of local efforts and 
relative vitality. Second, further reductions in public sector jobs and 
public spending would mean less demand for goods and services in 
business services, retail trade, and other private activities. While 
Proposition 2% and shrinking federal programs have trimmed public 
investment, the private sector has not and cannot take up the slack. 
Private employment will suffer unless federal, state and local 
governments commit funds to renewal of public urban investments in 
highways, bridges, sewers, streets, waste treatment, mass transit and 
city services. 

The recent history and potential of Suffolk County's private 


economy are described in detail in the following sections. 
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II. ECONOMIC STRUCTURE AND TRENDS, 1967-1980 
Economic Structure 

By broad industrial groups, Boston's economy became more 
services-oriented from 1967 to 1980 as manufacturing and trade declined 
and services-producing activities became more prominent. A look at 
2-digit (SIC) industry groups highlights the sources of the 
restructuring. 

First, the percent distribution of employment by type of business 
reveals some of the change. For example, Table 1 lists, in descending 
order, the largest 2-digit industries in Suffolk County (measured by 
percent share of total employment) in 1967 and 1980. Boston's 
specialties are obvious: health services led all other types of 
aus and nearly doubled its share by 1980; business services, 
insurance carriers and eating and drinking places were among the top 
five industries in both years. The relative decline of manufacturing is 
evident in printing and publishing's slip from sixth to ninth, apparel 
manufacturing's slide from seventh to thirteenth, and the disappearance 
of food and kindred products (twelfth in 1967), electrical equipment 
(sixteenth in 1967), and fabricated metals (eighteenth in 1967) out of 
the top twenty in 1980. Meanwhile, educational services improved its 
ranking from tenth to third; social and non-profit organizations rose 
from eleventh to sixth; and engineering, architecture, accounting, 
research and miscellaneous services climbed from thirteenth to eighth. 
Newcomers to the top twenty in 1980 were transportation by air 
(eleventh), legal services (fourteenth), real estate (sixteenth), 
insurance agents (seventeenth) and security and commodity brokers 


(twentieth). These gains by finance and services industries contrasted 
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the notable drop by general retail merchandise (fifth to nineteenth) 
which lost more than half of its share of total employment. 

The metro area experienced a similar restructuring according to the 
rankings in Table 2. Manufacturing industries declined in their shares 
of total employment with the exception of machinery except electric 
which maintained sixth place with a slight increase in share. Leather 
products, food and kindred products and rubber and plastics dropped out 
of the top twenty over the period. 

At the same time, business services, health services, social and 
non-profit organizations and engineering, architecture, accounting, 
research and miscellaneous services made the largest gains in share of 
total employment. 

Massachusetts (Table 3) went through changes in its top twenty 
industries, but maintained a greater specialization in manufacturing 
(seven of top twenty in 1980) than either the metro area (five of 
twenty) or Suffolk County (two of twenty). 

By 1980, Suffolk County's private economy specialized heavily in 
services and finance. Figures 1 and 2 compare percent shares of total 
employment by selected type of business in Suffolk County, the metro 
area, and the nation. Clearly, Suffolk County was much less dependent 
on construction, manufacturing, wholesale trade and retail trade as 
sources of jobs than the nation and the metro area (Figure 1). 

Conversely, Suffolk County depended more than average on 
transportation and public utilities, banking, insurance, real estate, 
and a broad range of services (Figure 2). In fact, Suffolk's 


concentration of business services, health services and educational

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services stood out boldly in 1980, in comparison to the metro area and 
the nation. 
Employment Trends 1967-80 

A second way to analyze changes in economies is to compute percent 
gains or losses in employment over time. Tables 4-6 present the top 
twenty industries in descending order of growth (percent change) over 
the full period (1967-80) and ere 1976 to 1980. Four of Suffolk 
County's six fastest growing industries over the 14 years were related 
to growth at Logan Airport (transportation services--top rank, and 
transportation by air--sixth) or expansion of hospitals (health 
services-fourth) and universities (educational services-second). Legal 
services (third), amusement and recreation (fifth), insurance 
agents(seventh) and business services rounded out the top eight 
industries. A variety of industries surged during the national economic 
recovery period 1976-80: holding and other investment (73 percent), 
hotels and lodging (71 percent), electrical equipment (68 percent), 
transportation services (68 percent), amusement and recreation (56 
percent), and educational services (51 percent) led the expansion. 

The metro area's top twenty growth industries (1967-80) reflected 
suburban retail expansion and emergence of high technology manufacturing 
and related business qa,” The national recovery after 1976 
especially benefited the metro area: seven of the top twenty were 
manufacturing industries whose growth had been stunted by the recessions 
of the early 1970s. 

Transportation services, business services, social and non-profit 
organizations, and health services topped the growth list for 


Massachusetts, 1967-1980. Compared to Suffolk County, the state 
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experienced more widespread growth with less emphasis on services 
industries. 

A different perspective on growth is presented in Figures 3-6. The 
fourteen years contained two distinct periods: national recessions and 
oil shocks 1969-76, and national recovery 1976-80. The former period 
hit Suffolk County particularly hard in manufacturing and trade (Figure 
3). The percent losses of employment were far greater than national or 
metro area losses. In fact, the nation gained in some of the 
manufacturing and trade industries. Even in services activitiees 
Suffolk County grew less (or declined more) than the nation from 1969-76 
with the exception of educational services (Figure 4). Suffolk exceeded 
the metro area only in insurance, real estate, and educational services. 

The economic hardships of the early 1970s apparently promoted a 
restructuring of Suffolk County's economy. Undoubtedly, many businesses 
failed or ceased local operations; others trimmed their work forces 
permanently; some manufacturing and trade establishments survived to 
enjoy improved market positions. Most importantly, new establishments 
and new investment after 1976 were more in tune with a modern, 
services-oriented economy. Suffolk County's solid base in knowledge, 
information, communication, finance, services and transportation 
provided attractive opportunities for investors. In addition, the 
area's well-established health and educational institutions were ready 
to expand further after the recessionary period. 

Suffolk County's altered economic structure resulted in growth in 
most business types during 1976-80. With the exception of electrical 
equipment, Suffolk County's manufacturing industries grew less than the 


same industries in the metro area (Figure 5). Compared to the nation,

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Suffolk's manufacturing establishments fared well, and local 
construction surged. In retail trade, Suffolk County continued to lose 
jobs, and wholesale trade grew only slightly. However, the county's 
performance in services and finance was outstanding (Figure 6). For 
example, Suffolk's growth rates exceeded those in the metro area and the 
nation in eating and drinking places, insurance, hotels and lodging and 
educational services. 

The results of these structural changes and trends were: a gain of 
49,000 private employees in Suffolk, 1976-80, a 12.5 percent increase; a 
gain of 291,600 jobs in the metro area (22.7 percent increase); and a 
19.5 percent increase in private employees nationwide. In comparison to 
the metro area and the nation, Suffolk County fared much better after 
1976 than during 1969-76. 

Suffolk County's Role in the Metro Area and the State 

While Suffolk County did not (and could not) expand employment at 
the same rate as the metro area, the county maintained a large and 
important role in the region's economy. Table 7 ranks Suffolk County 
industries by percent share of metro area employment in the same 
respective industries. The percentages diminished over time, but the 
top nineteen industries each accounted for over one quarter of metro 
area employment in 1980. Four manufacturing industries made the top 
twenty to complement finance, insurance, real estate and a broad range 
of services. 

Suffolk County's role deserves emphasis because the county is 
geographically small: only Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop are added to 


the confines of Boston. In fact, in 1980, the county (population: 
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650,142) made up only eighteen percent of the metro area population in 
comparison to 28 percent of total private employment. 

Suffolk County played a large role in the state's economy as well 
(Table 8). Again, a 1980, nineteen industries accounted for more than 
one-quarter of state employment in their respective industries. These 
shares look impressive considering that, in 1980, the County made up 
nineteen percent of state private employment, but only eleven percent of 
state population. 

The 2-digit level of analysis revealed distinct trends in 
employment. Yet, the 3-digit level offers more insight into particular 


changes in Suffolk County. The next section highlights the finer detail 


in county business patterns. 
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III. INDUSTRY DETAIL AND OUTLOOK 
Business Support Services 

Suffolk County has been a regional center for businesses that serve 
other businesses. During the years 1967-80, the construction of office 
buildings, the expansion of office jobs and the growing importance of 
information and communications in Boston and the suburbs provided the 
thrust for growth in services that offered support to the buildings, 
Managers and workers. Some of Suffolk County's healthiest businesses 
were those that sold advertising, data processing, accounting, 
engineering and architecture, consulting and personnel supply services. 
eee. business services (SIC-73) and miscellaneous services (89) grew 
by 56 percent and 34 percent, respectively, over the fourteen-year 


period (see third column in Table 9).

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Growth in business services employment was led by computer and data 
processing which more than doubled from 1976-80. Over the same years, 
mail, reproduction and stenography, and personnel supply services each 
grew by around forty percent. In miscellaneous services, jobs in 
non-commercial research nearly doubled, accounting and bookkeeping 
expanded by almost forty percent, and engineering and architecture grew 
by 28 percent from 1967-1980. The reclassification of Stone and Webster 
Engineering Corporation from construction to miscellaneous services ; 
boosted the 1980 employment in the latter by about 4,500. 

The 1980s look promising for business support services as the 
downtown office and hotel construction continues and as the area's 
economy becomes more services-oriented. Expansion of high technology 
firms in and around Boston and defense-related activities in the suburbs 
are likely to generate demand for business support services in Suffolk 
County. However, recent trends in the public sector may hinder growth 
in this decade. Clearly, growth in federal, state, and local government 
and burgeoning legal services in the 1960s and 1970s fueled the rising 
demand for consulting, engineering, data processing and temporary help. 
In the early 1980s, the reductions in government employment and the 
scarcity of public funds for capital projects, planning and analysis 
could weaken the local demand for business services. The private sector 
is unlikely to take up the slack, especially regarding capital projects, 
such as neighborhood improvements, bridge and sewer repair, and housing 
construction. 

Health Services 
Health Services accounted for almost thirteen percent of total 


Suffolk County employment in 1980, following rapid growth during the 
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1970s. The 81 percent increase in this sector 1967-1980 was 
attributable to almost 20,000 net new jobs in hospitals and sizable 
increases in offices of physicians, offices of dentists and out-patient 
care facilities. 

As presented in the fourth column in Table 10, Suffolk County 
played a major role in health services in the state. That is, the 
county accounted for 36 percent of hospital employment in Massachusetts, 
28 percent of jobs in out-patient care facilities and more than ten 
percent of employment in nursing and personal care facilities and 


offices of physicians.

The outlook for employment in health services is favorable due to 
the "export" nature of Suffolk County's health facilities. That is, the 
county's hospitals serve the local, state, regional, and in some cases, 
national population with a wide range of medical services and many 
specialties. As the general population becomes relatively older in the 


next decade, demand for health services may grow even faster. Moreover, 
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Suffolk County could be expected to host much growth in biomedical 
research in the 1980s. 
Educational Services 

Employment in educational services nearly doubled from 1967 to. 
1980, with two-thirds of the increase occurring after 1976. Higher 
education led the surge. In fact, job gains in colleges and 
universities more than made up for a loss of 500 jobs in private 
elementary and secondary schools, 1976-80. 

Suffolk County's hefty shares of employment in private education in 
the state (28 percent) and the metro area (34 percent) in 1980 reflect 
Boston's importance as an educational center (Table 11). More than 
thirty institutions of higher education in Boston currently have a 
combined enrollment of around 145,000. Those schools provided jobs for 
over 24,000 people in 1980, or thirty percent of state employment in 


private colleges and universities.

The outlook for educational services is only fair due to the 
diminishing school age population and the rising cost of and limited aid 
for higher education. Given demographic trends, elementary and 


secondary schools are likely to keep cutting back on employment until 
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the latter part of the decade. Colleges and universities will rely on 
established reputations and innovations in services to keep enrollments 
and employment near current levels. 
Finance, Insurance and Real Estate 

Although Suffolk County maintained a large share of state 
employment in several finance, insurance and real estate business types 
in 1980 (see Table 12), employment dropped substantially from 1967-80 in 
personal credit institutions; life insurance; fire, marine and casualty 
insurance; and real estate operators. Evidently, much of the business 
in real estate and credit agencies followed population and business 
growth in the metropolitan area. However, insurance carriers also 


declined in the metro area over the period and in the state after 1976.

Suffolk County's specialties in finance in 1980 were security 
brokers and flotation companies (82 percent of state employment) and 
security, commodity and exchange services (88 percent of state 
employment). The fastest growing business credit institutions; 
security, commodity and exchange services; and commercial and stock 
savings banks (see Table 12). These business types heightened the 
demand for office space in Boston and replaced most of the jobs lost in 
other business types in the County's financial sector. 

Finance, insurance and real estate will likely expand employment 
levels throughout the decade. Firms in Boston's well-established 
financial district will continue to fill much of the new office space 
and to offer special services to local, metropolitan, state and regional 
investors. 

Transportation and Public Utilities 

Suffolk County continues to be a port for water transportation, but 
a change in technology (from bulk to container shipments) and a change 
in cargo (toward petroleum) have eliminated hundreds of jobs. Most 
notably, employment in marine cargo handling plummeted from 2,444 to 313 
from 1967 to 1980 (see Table 13). At the same time, air transportation 
grew rapidly, adding 3,600 employees over the period. Transportation 
services--freight forwarding and arrangement of transportation--expanded 
to take up the remaining slack in transportation employment. 

Telephone communication, radio and television broadcasting, and 
electric and gas utilities together accounted for nearly half of Suffolk 
County's employment in transportation and public utilities. 


Unfortunately, the Bureau of the Census suppressed all the employment 
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data for these business types because of the dominance of single, large, 


regulated companies.

This sector should grow slightly in the 1980s due to the vitality 
of Logan Airport, the expansion of Boston's public transit system, and 
steady employment in the electric and gas utilities. These sources of 
growth should more than offset losses in transportation services to 


schools. 


High Technology Manufacturing 


"High technology" manufacturing of durable goods, such as computers 


and electronic components emerged as a key source of business activity 
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and employment growth in Massachusetts in the 1970s. Data from County 
Business Patterns are incomplete for high technology manufacturing at 
the 3-digit level due to the rapid emergence of some business types and 
disclosure problems for new, dominant firms. The entries in Table 14 
show evidence of rapid growth in high technology manufacturing in 
Suffolk County. However, the County held only a small share of state 


employment in these modern industries in 1980.

The promising outlook for high technology manufacturing in the 
state and metro area could apply to Suffolk County if more firms follow 
the lead of a few manufacturers that chose to locate in Boston in the 
1970s. The primary benefit to the county may come indirectly from 


business services that cater to high technology firms in the metro area. 
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Contract Construction 
In spite of the vigor of non-residential building construction in 
Boston in the 1970s, contract construction was a small, declining sector 
of the local economy. However, the five construction business types 
that provided the most jobs (see Table 15) held respectable shares of 
state employment.

The outlook for construction employment is good in the later years 
of this decade. Postponement of much heavy and residential building 
construction in the late 1970s and early 1980s means comeback potential 
for construction businesses. Moreover, as household size diminishes and 
the "Baby Boom" generation keeps pressure on the housing market, new 
demand for housing should bolster employment in construction. The 
extent and timing of a recovery in heavy construction industries depends 
largely on the necessary public commitment to repair and improve 


highways, bridges, sewers, water systems and waste treatment facilities. 
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Retail Trade and Non-Durable Goods Manufacturing 


The restructuring of Suffolk County's economy in the 1970s was 
largely the result of heavy job losses in manufacturing and retail 
trade. The older, labor-intensive, non-durable goods manufacturing 
industries took a severe beating during the recessions in 1970-71 and 
1974-75. The most striking examples were in bakery products (74 percent 
loss 1967-80), household furniture (-66 percent), beverages (-63 


percent) and paperboard containers (-50 percent) (see Table 16).

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In fact, the eight, 3-digit, manufacturing industries in Table 16 
(excluding newspapers and books) together lost 10,390 employees over the 
period. A combination of business failures, contraction and migration 
left the county's blue collar workers with many fewer job opportunities 
by 1980. 

Similarly, retail trade lost thousands of employees 1967-80. For 
example, department stores, shoe stores, and new and used car dealers 
cut employment by half over the period. The seven retail business types 
in Table 16, together, lost over 12,000 employees. The prominent 
exception to retail decline was eating and drinking places (82 percent 
growth, 1967-80). 

The outlook for most of the manufacturing and trade types in Table 
16 is not promising. Certainly, such heavy losses cannot recur in some 
sectors--only small employment bases remain. However, non-durable goods 
manufacturing industries (with the exception of printing and publishing) 
face further stagnation or decline. For retail trade, most business 
types need a growing local population to expand employment. Unless 
long-term trends in population and production of non-durable goods are 
reversed, these industries will hold an ever-diminishing share of 
Suffolk County's economy. 

The exceptions in retail trade will serve markets in the 
metropolitan area and the region, and take advantage of a growing legion 
of downtown office and hotel workers and perennial tourism to maintain 
or expand employment. However, Sahbare and creation of jobs in Boston's 
downtown retail establishments may be offset by retail job losses in the 


neighborhoods of Suffolk County. 
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IV. THE DATA 

This analysis uses employment as a measure of economic activity in 
Suffolk County, the metro area, Massachusetts, and the United States. 
More specifically, the data base is the number of employees for a 
mid-March week by broad industrial sectors and 2- and 3-digit Standard 
Industrial Classification (SIC) industry groups from the Bureau of the 
Census, County Business Patterns annual reports, 1967-1980. These data 
are based on individual records of business establishments, not 
statistical samples. Missing data were estimated by the Bureau of the 
Census. Industries with fewer than fifty employees were included only 
in the totals for broader classifications. For a few industries, the 
Bureau of the Census did not publish data that may have disclosed the 
operations of an individual employer. 

The tables in this report exclude sectors for which data were 
consistently suppressed. Furthermore, the data base does not include 
government employees, railroad employees and self-employed persons. For 
example, public transit workers and public school teachers were not 
counted in County Business Patterns, but employees of trucking firms and 
private university professors were included. 

The employment data from County Business Patterns are consistent 
and comparable over time, with a few exceptions. First, changes in SIC 
code assignments in 1972 and 1977 altered the make-up of SIC-36 
(electric and electronic equipment) and SIC-48 (communication), contract 
construction and SIC-891 (engineering and architectural services). The 
changes were marginal except for the transfer of Stone and Webster 
engineering corporation from construction to engineering and 


architectural services, involving around 4,500 employees.

Second, employment in local and inter-urban transit (SIC-41) in 
Suffolk County dropped rapidly in the late 1970s due to a change in the 
taxi industry (412). Taxicab companies began leasing equipment to 
drivers instead of employing the drivers directly. Even though the 
number of taxi medallions remained constant, County Business Patterns 
counted fewer employees, excluding the growing number of self-employed 
taxi drivers. 

Third, non-profit membership organizations (SIC-86) and social 
services (SIC-83) were not reported separately until 1974. For this 
analysis, the two categories were combined for all years and listed in 
the tables as SIC-83. 

Finally, some 3-digit definitions changed over the study period. 
For example, SIC-737 (computer and data processing services) was not 
listed until 1974 and SIC-805 (nursing and personal care facilities was 
included in some other health services category prior to 1974. 

Previous BRA Research reports on employment in Suffolk County were 
based on estimates by the Bureau of Economic Analysis. The employment 
data from County Business Patterns differ from their counterparts from 
the Bureau of Economic Analysis due to: 


1) BEA's inclusion of self-employed persons, government employees 
and railroad workers; 


2) BEA's sources of estimates of employment; BEA relies on state 
employment security agencies (in this case, the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment Security) rather than the IRS Form 941 
used by the Bureau of the Census. County Business Patterns 
and BEA also have different coverage for some services 
activities and different methods of processing and adjusting 
data. 


The employment data from County Business Patterns are consistent 
and nearly complete for the areas of interest. In most instances, these 


data provide a reasonable basis for comparative analysis. However, the 
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Bureau of the Census advises caution in interpreting year-to-year 
changes in detailed industry groups due to non-sampling error. At the 
3-digit level of analysis, then, the direction and general magnitude of 
trends over multi-year intervals should be emphasized more than the 
computed changes. At the 2-digit level of analysis (the primary basis 
for this report), the data are more reliable for measuring changes in 
economic structure and activity. 
Method 

This analysis was approached in two steps. First, a data base was 
compiled from annual issues of County Business Patterns 1967-80 for 
Essex, Middlesex, Norfolk, Plymouth and Suffolk Counties, the state, and 
the nation. The base includes seven broad industrial sectors and 49 
2-digit SIC industry groups. The metro area data base has only 35 of 
these business types due to withheld data in one or more of the five 
counties. 

yHenlevel of detail and the study period provide a substantial 
scope for this study. The units of analysis are the five Boston 
metropolitan area counties, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the 
United States. Suffolk County represents a proxy for the City of 
Boston; previous estimates indicated that Boston accounted for about 96 
percent of total Suffolk County employment by place of work in 1980.° 
For the other five percent, trends in Chelsea, Revere, and 
Winthrop--urban cities that are well integrated in Boston's urban 
economy--are likely to be similar to concurrent changes in Boston. 

The years 1967-1980 provide a time span that covers the end of a 
period of rapid growth (late 1960s), the recessions and energy shocks of 


the early and mid-1970s, and the period of renewed growth, 1976-1980. 
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From this base, analytic tables were prepared using three sets of 
computations: (1) percent distribution of employment by type of 
business, (2) one area's percent share of another area's employment by 
type of business, and (3) percent change in employment from previous 
year or over longer intervals by type of business. Rankings by type of 
business were prepared from these computations for each area. 

Second, selected industry groups at the 3-digit SIC level were 
analyzed for selected years in order to examine the changes in 
particular sectors in more detail. In discussion of prospects for the 


1980s, qualitative data were used to look beyond the analytic tables.
